DEVALERAWARNED 
BY HAMBERLAIN 


British Cabinet Fears Re- 
vival of Bitterness in 
President’s Attitude. 


BIRMINGHAM, England, March 
18.—(#)—The British government to- 
night warned Eamon De Valera, new 
president of the Irish Free State, that 
his intention to abolish the oath of al- 
legiance to the British crown and 
withhold land annuities payable to 
Great Britain would cause the gov- 
ernment “the gravest concern. 

The gauge thrown down by De 
Valera was taken up by Neville Cham- 
berlain, chancellor of the exchequer, 
in a speech here. Highest government 
quarters let it be known that the ut- 
most importance was to be attached to 
the chancellor's calm warning. 

De Valera pledged himself to abolish 
the oath of allegiance and withhold 
the land annuities in the campaign 
which. ended recently with his election 
as president of the Free States na- 
tional council. 

Mr. Chamberlain warned that the 
intentions of the Irish republic lead- 
er, “if seriously pursued,’ would re- 
vive the bitterness between England 
and Ireland, which has caused) much 
strife in the past.

De Valera intended doing, but since 
there had been no official notification 
e assumed they-were incorrect.

Break-Away Trick.

Started as 
a weekly three years ago, the World 
became first a semi-weekly then a tri- 
weekly, and now a daily, with Sunday 
comic and rotagravure sections, It 
employs 60 full-time and 10 part- 
time workers, said to be the largest 
staff employed by any negro newspa- 
per.

Sutton against Mr. Talmadge, seek- 


ing to restrain the commissioner from 
interference in his department and 
from assuming authority in the ex- 
penditure of an appropriation of $75,- 
000 to Dr, Sutton’s department. 


Dr. Sutton charged that Mr. Tal- | 


madge was making an effort to oust 
him and destroy the veterinary de- 
partment because he (Dr. Sutton) 
refused to contribute to a campaign 
fund being raised for the commis- 
sioner. 

Mr. Talmadge said he knew of the 
campaign fund “in a general 
but denied having any part in rais- 
ing it. 

The charge of Dr. Sutton was 
counter to Mr.:Talmadge’s charge of 
graft in the veterinary department. 
Counsel for Mr. Talmadge this morn- 
ing introduced in evidence several af- 
fidavits signed by farmers and dairy- 
men throughout Georgia claiming to 
have paid state veterinarians in ex- 
cess of the usual cost of medicine. 

Dr. W. E. White, member of the 
state board of veterinary examiners, 
said that a dose of bacterin or ag- 
gressin is from 16 to 60ce per head, 
depending on the size of the animal. 
Mr. Talmadge has charged that the 
veterinary department had paid Ad 
cents per 100cc for the serum while 
Florida got the same product for 30 
cents. 

On cross-examination, however, Dr. 
White said he knew nothing of hemor- 
rhagia septicaemia serum, claimed by 
state veterinarians to be more costly 
aml of a higher grade than bacterin 
and aggressin. 

Dr. M. J. Rattray, Vidalia, said 
on the witness stand he had been dis- 
charged by Dr. Sutton because he 
charged too much. He admitted ex- 
eess charges, but said others in the 
department did it too. Asked by Dr. 
Sutton to name the others, the vet- 
erinarian failed.

Bidding and Making Grand Slams 


BY ELY CULBERTSON.

In expert play, and particularly is 
this true of Rubber play, Grand 
Slams are very rarely bid. They 
should not be bid unless the distribu- 
tion and honor-trick holding of the 
combined hands are such as to as- 
sure the making against almost any 
possible distribution. It is rare to 
find a hand , which measures up to 
both these requirements. Occasionally, 
however, #0 kind have been the fates 
which guide the hand of the Dealer 
that players have found cards which 
justified the bidding of a Grand 
Slam. .

Grand Slam bid by North would 
not be justified. 


6—South is assured of the solidity of 
the heart suit by North’s last bid. 
He knows that his partner cannot 
bid six hearts unless his hand con- 
tains at least the spade Ace and 
diamond Ace. With adequate 
trump support it appears to South 
that all that is necessary to assure 
the taking of all 13 tricks are the 
two cards mentioned and adequate 
trump support. The Grand Slam 
bid is therefore clearly indicated. 

Of course, 13 tricks with hearts as 
trump or at notrump are easily made 
with the North and South holdings. 
However, this result was not attained 
by one of the most noted teams in 
the country. Misled by the posses- 
sion of the honors in clubs, the South 
player decided that he would not only 
make a Grand Slam, but score the 
count for the honors as well. As he 
decoded the bidding messages a Grand 
Slam was available at two declara- 
tions, clubs or hearts, while possibly 
adiamond or spade opening might 
make impossible a Grand Slam at no- 
trump. He, therefore, as he thought, 
brilliantly bid seven clubs and his 
partner, reading this as showing ab- 
solute confidence that there were no 
club losers, and anticipating an honor 
score of 150 for the five top honors 
in clubs, passed. This Grand Slam 
contract was defeated 2 tricks, prov- 
ing perhaps that even the greatest of 
experts cannot afford to disregard the 
facts of unfavorable distribution. 

In Rubber play, of course, the 
Grand Slam would be bid in hearts 
as that unquestionably is the best dec- 
laration in the combined hands. In 
Duplicate match play, where’ each 
board is a match, the declaration is 
sometimes forced into an unnatural 
channel because of the scoring. 


TODAY’S POINTER. 


Grand Slams can rarely be bid on 
the basis of honor-tricks held, as even 
a guarded Queen or Knave may de- 
feat such contract. Unlike Small 
Slams which can safely be bid 
through the elimination of losing hon- 
ors, Grand Slams should not be at- 
tempted unless almost every important 
honor is accounted for.
